with the rainy season, but they aro to 
rare that wo make a fuss over tho ap- 
pearance of one. It takes the most caro- 
ful an 1 pairtaking sort of iuspettioii lo 
keep them down. 
They breed iu water 


If the -\\Hter is a swamp it must 
be 


'.rained. 
If it is a cistern it must b.? 


•ovored with kerosene. 
This seems MIU- 


plo enough, but tle-v seek such out of 
the way places lo breed, such as old tin 
cans, etc. The Spaniards loft some old 
hells here and tho Americans used them 
to mark out flower gardens and walks, 


c-e shells had liny holes in them aud 


mosquitoes were found brooding in large 
numbers on tho inside, the shells bavin- 
tilled with rain water. 
Corks from oH 


bottles were used to stop up the shells. 
Since I have boon here I went repeated1}- 
to the stables used by cavalry, which was 
formerly stationed hora and always found 
the trough* perfectly dry. 
After an in- 


terval of two weeks I went past 
tho 


stables on another errand nnd saw water 
iu the troughs. 
On closer examination 


( found largo numbers ot "wrigglers," 
the early stage of the mosquito. 
If I 


had not found this place and remedie 1 
the trouble in a week or so we should 
have been overrun by mosquitoes. P.o- 
loro the tl.ijs of control over the mos- 
Ojiiitoe-' this posl had always many cases 
of severe malaria. Now ft case is the 
greato.-t kind of a rarity, only one mild 
oa-o having occurred during the past 
three months. 


SEA BATHING. 


We have greatly enjoyed tho sea bath- 


ing until recently. 
The water is clear 


and beautiful and warm, bill just now 
il scorns to give people a skin eruption 
like hivo». 
Many soldiers are troubled 


and throe out of five officers who wont 


in tho other day have tlie eruption. The 
Cubans never bathe iu the open water, 
on account of sharks. 
The Americans, 


however, have never been troubled. 
For 


two years there has been daily bathing, 
and no accidents. 
We are more afraid 


of an eel, called the Muralda, which we 
have several times seen even in our part- 
ly inclosed bath house. 


Cienfuegos is a city of about 35,000. It 


is at tho cud of the harbor, while we aro 
-oven miles away at the strait which 
forms Iho narrow, curved entrance to 
the harbor. There is a very tine light- 
house at the very point, about two miles 
beyond us, The curve is so sharp that 
pilots are needed by the vessels. 
This 


place is called "Pasn Caballos," because 
an old trail used to cross at tho curve. 
Horses carrying mail used to swim be- 
hind boats nnd got across, hence, "The 
Crossing Flnco ot Horses." On the op- 
posite side to the curve from us there 
is a little town called Caotillio. Tn it is a 
large castle. The story of thn place is that 
a woman furnished the money to build 
it about 800 yoa"s ago iu consideration 
of tho liberation of her husband by the 
Spaniards, who held him R prisoner. The 
plnco has been stripped bflre and a single 
sergeant of our army holds the place 
until tomorrow, when our (lag will go 
down. 


UNBROKEN UNDEIJBUrSH. 


There are no roads leading from the 


post. There are fine ones at Cif-nfuogos, 
with which we communicate by water. 
Suppose there are trails for horses and 
miiles, but tho country seems tu be an 
unbroken expanse of tropical 
under- 


brush outside the post. 
In tho distance 


towards Trinidad there are mountains 
of some height. After everything is run- 
ning smoothly I intend to go hack in the 
country hunting. 
There are said to be 


bids in abundance and some small door. 
Tho town of Cienfuegos is very busy. 
It is a groat sugar port. They are begin- 
ning to ship sug.ir now, many 
having 


given up hope of getting better prices by 
our congress. 
The streets of the town 


are very wide for a Cuban town, and 
there is one pretty square. Some of the 
buildings are good. 
It looks much like 


n town of the southern United States, 
except that the residence and stores are 
Spanish in make and method of painting. 
There is no water or sewer system and 
the town is therefore continually threat- 
ened with disease. 
They have under- 


ground cisterns and il is difficult to con- 
Irol the mosquitoes there. 
They haul

An engineer of experience will tell you 
practically to n certai.ity just the speed 
at which the train is moving. 


Perhaps the fii>t ttino you ride on n 


locomotive the play of the side rods will 
have the greatest fafednation for you. 
The visitor in the engine cab is given the 
perch on the fireman's seat box. Looking 
ahead you see the incessant motion of 
the side rods. 
You seem to forget that 


the wheels are revolving and have in 
mind only tbe side rode. 
Perhaps that 


is because there conies into your mind 
at once the thought of what would hap- 
pen if one o£ those rods should bivul; 
and tbe loose end would come churnimj 
up through the cab and through the box 


on which you are seated. After you have 
taken several rides the thought of dan-

H. K. Midkiff opened the valve that 
permitted tho oil to spout and it went 
125 feet above the derrick. The Jennings 
Record says: "The, wind was blowing 
and forced the oil against the derrick 
which prevented it doing its best." The 
crowd was beside itself and jumped nnd 
yelled till they were hoarse. The test 
on the day mentioned wns-one that hnd 
been advertised and a number of oil ex- 
perts from the famous fields of Beaumont 
were present. Dr. Frank H. Morricnl, 
who is interested in a number of wells 
and pipe lines nt Beaumont was pres- 
ent and in a Jennings paper is quoted 
as saying: "It is a wonderful well and 
one thnt I have never seen equalled in 
Beaumont in the best days of thnt field. 
The exhibition of force displayed to- 
day was far beyond any expectation 
of mine. Had the cap block been off it 
is hard to tell how high that oil would 
have gone."
